LONDON, Jan. 27.—Creat 
Britain and France today weld- 
ed new political and military 
weapons as Insurgent armies 
swept northward from Barce- 
lona toward the French border 


and a possible showdown for 


Europe. 

France met new threats et 
demands of Italians by taking 
her first step toward absorbing 
Tunisia within her wholl, -owned 
possessions, ending the fiction of, 
a protectorate which has enabled | 
Italy to demand equal rights for 
its citizens. For the first time 
since the protectorate was estab- 
lished in 1881, a French general 
has been made minister of war 
in the. government of the Bey of 
Tunis. The Bey’s forces thus will 
‘be integrated in the military might 
of the French empire. Other 
changes in the status quo were 
reported contemplated. 

Greetings Exchanged. 

While the Insurgent legions 
pressed toward France an ex- 
change of greetings between In- 
surgent Generalissimo Franco, 
Premier Mussolini and Adolf Hit- 
ler strengthened a belief that the 
Nazi-Fascist powers might set 


themselves as Spain’s new masters. |

Mrs. Wells G. Arnold, who 
comes from the north, still clings 
to the Yankee custom of having 
a sweet for breakfast. She says: 

“For a quick breakfast, what 
could be better than a cup of cof- 
fee and a do-nut? We have them 
all the time, and for our other 
meals, my family likes them 
warmed in the oven to make 
them more appetizing, if possible. 

“What we°’want is dough from 
the do-nuts,.” says Mrs. Robert 
Duncan, publicity chairman for 
the Camp Fire Girls.

victory of Franco is complete in Spain, the 
totalitarian nations plan to form a “League of 


) Fascist Nations,” which will include Germany, 
Italy, Spain, Japan and “probably several South 


American countries.” 

The identities of the South American coun- 
tries were not disclosed, but the proposal itself 
is sufficient explanation of the Berlin-inspired 
attempts at agitation and “penetration” which 
have been reported from Mexico, Argentina, 
Brazil and other of our Latin-American neigh- 
bors. 

The pending victory of Franco and his 
legions, largely composed of Italian and Ger- 
man troops, will unquestionably bring new 
problems and a still more serious crisis to the 
democratic nations of Europe. France will be 
faced with a new Fascist power across her 
southern border, while the presence of German 
forces in Spain is a direct threat to Britain’s 
Gibraltar and the “life line of Empire” through 
the Mediterranean. 

All these things, however, are but of second- 
ary interest to Americans. Though far-seeing 
observers may clearly define the threat to 
American democracy in the growing strength 
of the dictatorships and the corresponding 
weakening of the democratic countries of Eu-

THESE SENSITIVE SOUTHERNERS 

For several days after the selection of Scar- 
lett for the movie version of “Gone With the 
Wind” there was a hope that all was well; that 
the film moguls would now proceed quietly 
about their business ang finish the picture 
without further ado. 

After that, of course, remained the final 
hurdle of opening night and tidal waves of ap- 
proval or disapproval. After these years of 
strain and turmoil over Scarlett and Rhett, 
Melanie and Ashley, Aunt Pittie Pat or what- 
ever her name was, Gerald O’Hara and the rest 
of the noble breed, this calm before the storm 
was looked forward to with hopeful eyes. 

Now, however, it turns out the south has 
been insulted—or something—by the selection 


of an Englishwoman to play the coveted role. — 


None but a southerner, the nation is blandly 
informed, can say “good mornin’” with the 
proper inflexion of voice. First it was “you-all” 
and now up pops “good mornin’” to confuse the 
poor little English girl selected for the part. 


So we have threats of chain boycotts, of in- 
dividualistic boycotts and just plain garden 
variety boycotts. The pack is again in full cry. 
Rumor has it that even secession would be bet- 
ter than an Englishwoman in the role of Scar- 
lett, flaming daughter of the southland. Even 
though that Englishwoman possesses the blood 
of Ireland in her veins, with undoubtedly a bit 
of Irish twang. If memory serves right, Gerald 
O’Hara had a bit of Irish in his blood, a bad 
habit of relapsing into the Irish brogue. All 
of which yields the thought that perhaps Scar- 
lett borrowed a little of this twist of tongue. 

Be all that as it may, why can’t the south 
breathe a sigh of relief, sit back and calmly 
wait for the fun to begin? “Gone With the 
Wind” will be either very good or very bad. If 
it is bad, that will be a Selznick headache. If 
it is very good, then the pleasure will be all the 
greater for this rest period now disturbed by 
persons who are being insulted on behalf of a 
south that really doesn’t care who Scarlett is 
as long as she is Scarlett reincarnated for the 
screen. After all, she’ll be speaking Persian 
for the theatergoers of Iran. Why not just 
plain English for the Americans?

WPA STILL IN POLITICS WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Assist-

tor Corrington Gill, comfortably ensconced on a sofa in the secre- 
tary of the senate’s reception room, was the most instructive ex- 
hibit in the struggle over the $150,000,000 cut in the emergency re- 
lief appropriation. Gill was there to let senators feel the hene- 
ficial effects of his conversation. Several availed themselves of the 
opportunity, but he was closeted longest and oftenest with Ken- 
neth McKellar, of Tennessee, and the majority leader, Alben W. 
Barkley, of Kentucky. 

The conclusion to be drawn is that, even if Harry Hopkins’ 
promised reforms have taken place, the WPA is not too pure to 
accept a return for past favors. With the exception of Pennsyl- 
vania’s own Joseph F. Guffey, no senators have enjoyed more WPA 
favors than Barkley and McKellar. 

Last summer, McKellar was fighting tooth and nail to oust his 
enemy, Senator George “Marbles” Berry, and replace him with his 
friend, Tom Stewart. Barkley was simultaneously engaged in a 
life and death battle with the brash Governor A. B. “Happy” 
Chandler. And a chief reason why Tom Stewart is now a senator 
and Alben Barkley is still majority leader is that the WPA in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee was little better than an annex of the Barkley 
and McKellar machines. The Sheppard committee, merely skim- 
ming the surface, collected a mass of evidence to this effect. 

Is it surprising, then, that Barkley and McKellar turned up as 
the WPA’s leading senatorial defenders, and were seen with 
the helpful Gill, discussing ways to foil WPA’s enemies? It is not. 
On the contrary, it merely suggests that Harry Hopkins’ reforms 
cannot have been quite so sweeping as promised. A real WPA 
cleanout would have entailed wholesale dismissals of McKellar- 
men in Tennessee, And, if there had been such wholesale dis- 
missals, the worthy senator would surely be hopping up and down, 
breathing oratorical fire and thunder for all to hear. A tiger kept 
from its morning meal is not more irritable than Kenneth Mc- 
Kellar deprived of a scrap of patronage. In one paroxysm of job- 
hunger, he actually tried to obtain the dismissal of the congressional 
librarian, a great and disinterested scholar, who had done no wrong 
but to deny McKellar a couple of clerkships.

ANTI-LYNCHING It must be admitted that some of the south- 

ern opposition to the anti-lynch legislation 
is not entirely honest. If such legislation does invade states’ rights 
then the south cannot evade the fact it has, along with other states, 
abdicated states’ rights in the matter of work relief, crop control, 
federal aid to highways and in other matters wherein federal con- 
tro] has abrogated local rights. 

Honest opposition to anti-lynching legislation in the south grows 
out of the fact that its origins are political, stemming from the five 
eastern states which can dominate the southern delegates at the 
Democratic convention; out of the fact anti-lynch legislation would, 
in some yet illiterate and uncivilized districts create new forms of 
lynching such as “killed while resisting a posse” and a dead body 
found by the roadside with the death unexplained and no wit- 
nesses to testify; that in already corrupt counties law weuld be 
flouted by corrupt jury trials. 

Opposition, too, grows out of the fact that the south is doing 
the job; that slowly but surely public opinion is widening in its 
effect; that more significant than the fact that lynchings grow less 
each year is the fact that prevented lynchings remain approximately 
the same. The actual lynchings grow less. Public opinion is a 
stronger bulwark than law, ' 

Bearing equal blame for some of the continued prejudice and 
passion are those small groups of white and negro publications ~ 
which carry inflammatory and distorted reports of lynchings or 
attempted lynchings. They grow fewer each year but a few remain. 

The southern group meeting in Atlanta yesterday recommended 
federal investigation to ascertain facts and report them to congress, 
There can be no sound opposition to ascertaining facts. They are, 
in fact, greatly to be desired. There are so few which come from 
any lynching. 

It seems to me that all previous anti-lynching legislation was as 
hypocritical as some of its opposition; that it stemmed entirely out 
of politics; that it was political in content and intent, and that mean- 
while, as Senator Borah recently said, the south is doing the job 


of eliminating lynchings. 

A SOUTHERN LEADER Mr. Mark Ethridge, one of the na- 
tions most able newspapermen, yes- 

terday made a most able defense of the principle of anti-lynching 

legislation. 

He is a powerful speaker and a most thorough student. He, too, 
regretted the sources of the legislation heretofore presented but re- 
gretted the more that no southern senator had initiated proper legis- 
lation. He declared education not enough. 

He stated, too, the undeniable and somewhat startling fact that 
the American bill of rights is guaranteed only by the federal goy- 
ernment in 47 of the 48 states. Only Virginia has incorporated in 
her state constitution the bill of rights, the first 10 amendments to 
the Constitution of the United States. 

He denounced the hypocricy of southern senators who filibus- 
tered againsth the bill on the basis of states’ rights while at the same 
time introducing legislation which just as surely violated the prin- 
ciple of states’ rights. He called on the south to cease temporizing 
with crime. 

“States’ rights,” he said, “has meant the right to have hookworm 
and péllagra in addition to many other ills which the states’ right- 
ers never mention.” 

In the evening he made another splendid address before the 
Georgia Academy of Social Sciences, an address which has been 
widely circulated over the nation. 

Ethridge today is the south’s outstanding journalist and a leader 


fully comparable with those of the past. 

IN WASHINGTON While meetings, conventions and acad- 
emies met yesterday over the nation, con- 

gress met. The vote on the WPA relief hike, as recommended by 

the President, was defeated in the senate. One vote was the margin. 

It was, of course, political drama. 

The returns, as this was being written, were just coming in. 
On the face of things, “Cactus Jack” Garner pulled off something 
of a coup by being absent from the chair and placing in it a senator 
who could not render a vote. 

The vote will have nation-wide reverberations. It means WPA 
relief rolls will be trimmed: that local communities will have in- 
creased their problems of relief: that extremists will have their 
inning; that acute problems will have to be met. . 

It means even more. It is a really big victory for the “economy 
bloc” in congress. It means political upheavals, some major and 
some minor, will be brought about in local governments; it will have 
its ramifications in many fields of business. 

It is a conservative victory, slim though the margin was; it 
means further strengthening of the conservative bloc. Significant, 
too, were Georgia’s two votes with the economy bloc. Senator Rus- 
sell’s vote was the more significant. It may have some important 
bearing on patronage. 

This much can be said. The WPA officials, in Washington, by

Americans should confine their loyalties, al- 
ways, to their own land. It is not the duty of 
this nation to fight the cause of any other 
nation. 

But, when the same plague which has 
threatened to destroy democracy in Europe, in- 
fects portions of this American hemisphere the 
situation takes on different hue. It is a matter 
of deepest concern to the United States if 
Fascism gains strong foothold on either Amer- 
ican continent. 

It should likewise be remembered that, 
among American nations which might most 
probably be included in the future “League of 
Fascism,” is Mexico, that troubled and trouble- 
some land which is our direct neighbor. 

Should Mexico go Fascist and come under 
the domination of Berlin, the United States 
would be immediately plunged into the great 
world problem and conflict. Then there would 
be no question as to where the loyalty and in- 
terest of every good American citizen lay. 

There are some who profess a greater fear 
of Communism than of Fascism, who even de- 
clare that the Fascist nations provide a desir- 
able shield against the Communists. There is, 
however, no such direct threat to this country 
from the Communists as this threat of a Fas- 
cist contamination in America. It is difficult 
for the informed to discover any fundamental 
difference, in their effect, between Communism 
and Fascism. The one is as repugnant as the 
other to all American ideals of individual 
liberty. 

There need never be cause sufficient to send 
American boys to fight in another European 
war. But when the enemy plague infects Amer- 
ica, the situation is vastly different. 

It at least justifies every expenditure by this 
nation, within reason, to improve and increase 
its defensive armor.

Editorial of the Day 


LARGELY A BLUFF 
(From The Washington Post.) 

In a recent article, Dr. Walther Funk, minis- 
ter of economics and successor to Dr. Schacht ag 
president of the Reichsbank, warned this country 
that Germany would find substitutes for Amerie 
can goods in the Balkan area and in Turkey if 
we did not adopt a more conciliatory attitude to- 
Ward the Nazi regime. 

A threat of this kind cannot be taken very 
seriously in view of the difficult position in which 
Germany finds herself at the present time. The 
Third Reich has assiduously cultivated trade with 
the countries of southeastern Europe during the 
past few years, buying more from them than she 
sells to them. As a result, however, they have 
acquired frozen credits in Germany which they 
can only utilize by purchasing German goods. Un- 
der such circumstances it becomes a question 
whether the Balkan countries may not prefer to 
reduce the volume of their exports to Germany 
rather than increase the amount of import buy- 
ing from Germany. 

In any case, Dr. Funk’s vision of a rapidly exe 
panding market in this area which would enable 
Germany to boycott the United States appears to 
be the product of wishful thinking. 

In time, if Germany should extend her polit- 
ical hegemony over the states of central and 
southeastern Europe, she might succeed in de- 
veloping markets for her products in those areas 
and she might possibly attain self-sufficiency 
within that larger area as regards foodstuffs, min- 
erals, oil and power resources. That day is stil] 
far off. 

The United States is a source of supply of 
Various important commodities of which Ger- 
many has immediate need. Dr. Funk may think 
it good strategy to make the best of a bad situa- 
tion by pretending that his country can emanci- 
pate itself from dependence upon our markets.

The danger, as usual, is in going too far. You might, with some 
advantage, imitate your latest “rave’’—the lady called “Poker-face 
Helen”—but you musn’t overdo it. 

Faces that reveal no feeling are usually the outward evidence 
of hearts that have no feeling. The unchanging expression of the 
professional criminal indicates a dead conscience, and the English 
gentleman developed his equally blank countenance by years of 
self-discipline and suppression of normal human emotions that left 
him hard and cold. 

You are in no immediate danger of becoming like either of 
these, however, so I see no harm, but only’a promise of good, in 
your effort to teach your face discretion. 

But the important thing is not mere control of facial muscles. 
The virtue in it—the thing that will make you mature and civi- 
lized—is* the ability to keep emotions from showing when they 
shouldn't. 

The face of a child mirrors every fleeting thought. 
every emotion as promptly and frankly as a wild animal. 
hood is innocent and without guide. 

But the grown-up, for many and obvious reasons, must learn 
not only to control his feelings, but to hide the very fact that he 
has any. There are times when laughter would be cruel. It is 
often rude and small to show irritation or resentment. It is always 
tactless and sometimes very offensive to show the joy you feel in 
winning, and even worse to show the chagrin or wrath you feel 
when you lose. It is always childish to let others see evidence 
of your sullen bitterness when you have a grouch. And grief, the | 
one sacred and private emotion, cannot be exposed without cheap- 
ening it and adding to the misery of all who see it. 

Learn to hide your feelings when they shouldn’t show and you'll 
have the poise of maturity and civilization. : 

Those who guffaw at the movies and drown out the best lines 
of a comedy for everybody else are always irresponsible kids or 
adults unschooled in the manners of the civilized.

GOOD MORNING

PETER’S DECLARATION. 

Sunday’s lesson, John 21:11-19, 
emphasizes three great truths, 
namely, the Lord of Love, the 
lesson of love, and the life of love.
